Israel 
threatens 
Gaza as 
truce efforts 
intensify 

GAZA CITY, Palestinian 
Territories (AFP) - Israeli 
air strikes on Sunday killed 
23 Palestinians in the blood¬ 
iest day so far of its massive 
air campaign on the Gaza 
Strip, as diplomatic efforts 
to broker a truce intensified. 

With Egypt at the centre 
of efforts to broker a cease¬ 
fire, Palestinian officials 
said it was possible a deal 
would be reached ’’today or 
tomorrow.” 

But there was no letup in 
the bloodshed in the 
Hamas-run Gaza Strip, with 
medics saying women and 
children accounted for 14 of 
Sunday’s 23 killed, among 
them five babies and tod¬ 
dlers, in Israeli strikes from 
the air. 

In the day's most lethal 
raid, at least nine members 
of the same family — five of 
them children — were 
among 10 people killed 
when an Israeli missile de¬ 
stroyed a family home in 
Gaza City, the health min¬ 
istry said. 

At the scene, medics and 
bystanders all pitched in to 
remove the rubble to dig out 
the bodies in the futile hope 
of finding survivors, as peo¬ 
ple watched in shock, some 
weeping openly. 

The latest violence hiked 
the Palestinian casualty toll 
to 69 dead and more than 
600 injured in almost 100 
hours of raids, while three 
Israelis have been killed and 
more than 50 injured by 
rocket fire since Wednes¬ 
day. 

With Israel warning it 
could further escalate its op¬ 
erations in Gaza, US Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama on 
Sunday said it was ’’prefer¬ 
able” for the Gaza crisis to 
be resolved without a 
’’ramping up” of Israeli mil¬ 
itary activity.

Department of Education reports 
on study loans for I PA 


The Reina Beatrix Interna¬ 
tional Airport will be a bee¬ 
hive of activity tomorrow 
morning as the Aruba Airport 
Authority (AAA) and all 
agencies under the supervi¬ 
sion of the Aruba Disaster 
Bureau conduct a full-scale 
emergency exercise called 
“Operation Golf.” 

The two-hour simulated 
mass trauma of a major plan 
crash is the culmination of 
days of training with police, 
fire department, airport per¬ 
sonnel, social services and 
emergency health services, 
included the Aruba Chapter 
of the Red Cross. Director of 
the Aruba Disaster Bureau, 
Jaime Donata and Operations 
Manager of the AAA, Jurgen 
Benschop, welcomed three 
experts from Holland for the 
training sessions taking place 
at the Marriott Resort and 
Fire Department headquar¬ 
ters since Thursday. 

Will Brands of the Bra¬ 
bant Fire Department, Jan 
van Kimmenade of the 
Netherlands Institute and 
Marc van Alcan, from RAV 
Brabant, have participated in 
previous exercises conducted 
by the Aruba airport, which 
are a required bi-annual event 
to maintain their standard of 
safety certification. 


Tomorrow’s exercise will 
take place between 8:30 and 
10:30 AM, closing the road 
fronting the airport. A full 
mass trauma simulation will 
involve procedures for the 
fire department and airport 
personal, as well as emer¬ 
gency care for the “injured,” 
with some being transported 
by ambulance to the “hospi¬ 
tal.” For the purpose of the 
exercise, this will be the 
abandoned John F. Kennedy 
School adjacent to the Plaza 
Las Americas rotunda at the 
east end of Oranjestad. 

Social Service personnel 
will also be handling those 
not physically injured, but 
demonstrating trauma syn¬ 
drome. Every government 
agency on call under the su¬ 
pervision of the Aruba Disas¬ 
ter Bureau during any sort of 
emergency situation will be 
deployed during this exer¬ 
cise. 

The public is welcome to 
observe from a distance, but 
is asked not to block the road 
for emergency vehicles, such 
as the ambulances, which 
will be taking part in the ex¬ 
ercise. They are also warned 
to find alternative routes to 
work tomorrow morning.

Last week the Department of 
Education issued a bulletin 
informing students who want 
to study at the Pedagogical 
Institute of Aruba (IPA), that 
they too can apply for a gov¬ 
ernment study loan to study 
to become school teachers.

The student will 
receive this amount in differ¬ 
ent increments. They will re¬ 
ceive Alfs. 12.000 per year in 
two increments of Afls.6.000 
each. 

The student may also re¬ 
ceive Afls.3.000 for the pur¬ 
chase of a computer. This 
amount is a part of the maxi¬ 
mum sum of Afls.72.000, 
which may be received just 
once. The Department alerts 
students that the loan amount 
may not cover all study ex¬ 
penses. The student will be 
responsible to cover any 
other expenses. 

Payment of the study 
loan 

The study loan for IPA is 
interest free, hence no inter¬ 
est is added to the total 
amount. 

A student who completes 
his education at IPA success¬ 
fully, and has worked in edu¬ 
cation on Aruba for five 
consecutive years immedi¬ 
ately following graduation, 
may qualify for dispensation 
of the study loan amount. 

During the 5 years the stu¬ 
dent will be required to com¬ 
ply with his obligation to 
repay the loan. If the student 
complies with all conditions 
and qualifies for the dispen¬ 
sation, the amount paid dur¬ 
ing the 5 years will be 
restituted. 

Application for study 


loan: 

The Department of Educa¬ 
tion has issued an invitation 
to all those interested in be¬ 
ginning an educational study 
with financing from the gov¬ 
ernment (the Aruba study 
loan) for academic year 
2013/2014 to apply for no 
later than December 7th, 
2012 . 

To apply for the Aruba 
study loan the student needs 
to make use of the applica¬ 
tion form for Aruba/Region 
which can be downloaded 
from the website of the De¬ 
partment of Education at: 
www.ea.aw. On the website 


you can also download the 
Aruba/Region brochure with 
more information on the pro¬ 
cedure, conditions and the 
loan amounts, study duration 
and payments of the loan.

Negotiators head to Cuba for 
Colombia peace talks 


Bogota (AFP) - Colombian 
government negotiators left 
for Havana Sunday, heading 
to peace talks with leftist 
FARC rebels aimed at ending 
Latin America’s longest-run¬ 
ning insurgency. 

Rebel delegates, including 
Tanja Nijmeijer, a Dutch 
woman who fights alongside 
the FARC rebels, are already 
in Cuba awaiting talks de¬ 
layed since Thursday over a 
lack of clarity over the role of 
civilian representatives. 

’’This will be a rapid and 
effective process. A process 
of months, not years,” lead 
government negotiator Hum¬ 
berto de la Calle told re¬ 


porters in Bogota before 
boarding the plane for Ha¬ 
vana. 

Latin America’s largest 
rebel group, founded in 1964 
and with 9,200 armed fight¬ 
ers now, FARC — the Revo¬ 
lutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia — may be ready for 
a truce after a long string of 
setbacks. 

De la Calle said he be¬ 
lieved this was ’’the defining 
moment” for Colombian 
peace efforts as both sides 
had agreed that discussions, 
now set to start on Monday, 
’’must end with a final agree¬ 
ment on the conflict.”

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Pelosi confident US 
will avert fiscal cliff 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
top Democrat in the House of 
Representatives expressed 
hope Sunday that US law¬ 
makers will reach a deal by 
mid-December to avoid the 
fiscal cliff but stood firm on 
tax rises for the rich. 

In an interview with ABC 
television's "This Week," 
Nancy Pelosi said she would 
not accept an agreement that 
keeps tax rates for the 
wealthy unchanged, as the 
Republicans in Congress are 
demanding. 

President Barack Obama 
"made it very clear in his 
campaign that there are not 
enough resources," Pelosi 
said in the interview aired 
Sunday. 

"Just to close loopholes is 
far too little money.... If it's 
going to bring in revenue, the 
president has been very clear 
that the higher income people 
have to pay their fair share." 

The fiscal cliff is a poison- 
pill law agreed by Republi¬ 
cans and Democrats in 
August 2011 that would see 
$600 billion worth of auto¬ 
matic budget cuts and expir¬ 
ing tax cuts come into force 
on January 1, likely throwing 
the world's biggest economy 
back into recession. 

After meeting with Obama 


at the White House following 
his November 6 re-election, 
congressional leaders are try¬ 
ing to hammer out a deal on 
long-term deficit reduction 
that includes both higher rev¬ 
enues and spending cuts. 

House Speaker John 
Boehner has indicated that 
his fellow Republicans, who 
hold a majority in the lower 
chamber, would accept some 
revenue increases so long as 
they are coupled with "signif¬ 
icant" spending cuts. 

Boehner sits atop a restive 
coalition of ultra-conserva¬ 
tive Republican lawmakers 
and faces a tough sell in any 
deal that eventually includes 
any kind of tax hikes — or 
"increased revenues" in gov¬ 
ernment parlance. 

Pelosi said negotiators in 
Congress were hard at work 
to avert the looming fiscal 
disaster. 

"The spirit at the table was 
one of 'everybody wants to 
make the best effort to get 
this done,'" she said. 

"Hopefully that is possi¬ 
ble; hopefully it is possible 
by the middle of December 
so the confidence of the mar¬ 
kets, and most importantly 
the confidence of the con¬ 
sumers, returns to infuse our 
economy with demand, 
which creates jobs." 


Obama calls for more 
Myanmar reform on 
Aslan tour 


BANGKOK (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama said 
his historic trip to Myanmar 
on Monday would recognise 
and prod reform, but warned 
no one should harbour illu¬ 
sions that the long isolated 
state had done enough to 
change. 

Obama will be the first sit¬ 
ting US president to visit 
Myanmar, when Air Force 
One touches down in Yan¬ 
gon, and hopes to embolden 
President Thein Sein to 
deepen the country's startling 
march out of decades of iron- 
fisted military rule. 

"This is not an endorse¬ 
ment of the Burmese govern¬ 
ment, this is an 
acknowledgement that there 
is a process under way inside 
that country that even a year 
and a half, two years ago, no¬ 
body foresaw," Obama said. 

The visit to Myanmar is 
the landmark centrepiece of 
Obama's fifth regional trip as 
president, and his first since 


re-election, and represents his 
latest bid to anchor US for¬ 
eign policy in dynamic, rising 
Asia. 

In a symbolic illustration 
of how far Myanmar has 
come, the US leader will 
stand side-by-side with 
democracy icon Aung San 
Suu Kyi at the lakeside villa 
where she languished for 
years under house arrest dur¬ 
ing junta rule. 

He will also hold his debut 
meeting with Thein Sein and 
address the people of Myan¬ 
mar from the mothballed 
Yangon University, where 
students so often were the 
spark for anti-junta unrest 
that they were exiled to the 
suburbs. 

But he has faced accusa¬ 
tions from some human 
rights groups that his visit to 
the former pariah nation is 
coming too soon, especially 
as the Rohingya Muslim mi¬ 
nority faces repression in the 
western state of Rakhine.

India bids farewell to firebrand Hindu leader Thackeray 


MUMBAI (AFP) - Hundreds 
of thousands of mourners on 
Sunday attended the public 
cremation in Mumbai of Bal 
Thackeray, chief of the Hindu 
nationalist Shiv Sena party 
and one of India's most divi¬ 
sive politicians. 

Thackeray, who called his 
followers "Hindu warriors" 
and was widely accused of 
stoking ethnic and religious 
violence, died aged 86 on 
Saturday, triggering a virtual 
shutdown of the city. 

Huge crowds lined the 
route to catch a final glimpse 


of Thackeray, still wearing 
his trademark sunglasses, as 
his body was driven slowly to 
a park in central Mumbai 
where heaving masses had 
gathered throughout the day. 

Police were out in force 
following the death of a 
politician whose party has a 
reputation for intimidation 
and unrest, though no trouble 
was reported. 

Thackeray was accused by 
an official probe of inciting 
violence against Muslims in 
riots that claimed more than 
1,000 lives in Mumbai in the 


1990s, although he was never 
charged. 

He won devotion from his 
Hindu working-class follow¬ 
ers, who showered his hearse 
with flowers as it travelled to 
the pyre erected in Shivaji 
Park, arriving several hours 
late due to the vast turn-out. 

"He got a fitting last jour¬ 
ney, among his people and 
with a gunfire salute. For 100 
years, Maharashtra (state) will 
not find another leader like 
him," said shopkeeper Arvind 
Ghote as the cremation was 
broadcast live on television.

Poor sanitation kills 
2.7 mn people a 
year: UN 



GENEVA (AFP) - Improving 
sanitation and building more 
toilets could save millions of 
lives around the world and 
would remove an important 
source of inequality, the UN 
said ahead of World Toilet 
Day. 

“Eliminating inequalities 
can start in the most unlikely 
of places: a toilet,” said Cata¬ 
rina de Albuquerque, the 
United Nations Special Rap¬ 
porteur on the human right to 
safe drinking water and sanita¬ 
tion. 

More than 2.7 million peo¬ 
ple die each year due to lack¬ 
ing sanitation, and most of 
them are under five years of 
age, the UN expert told re¬ 
porters in Geneva.

“Access to sanitation facili¬ 
ties around the world, more 
than any other service, pro¬ 
vides a window into the vast 
difference between the ‘haves’ 
and the ‘have-nots’,” she said, 
pointing out that not having a 
toilet was almost exclusively 
the burden of the poor. 

Only one in three people 
worldwide have access to suit¬ 
able toilet facilities, while 
more than one billion people 
still defecate in the open, de 
Albuquerque said. 

Lacking sanitation not only 
made poor people sick; it also 
shrank their already limited 
possibilities by forcing them to 
stay away from school and 
work, she pointed out. 

Each year, children miss a 
total of 272 million school 
days due to water-borne or 
sanitation-related diseases, ac¬ 
cording to the UN. 

People forced to look for a 
place to hide to "do their busi¬ 
ness" also often fell victim to 
violence, she said. 

In her latest report to the UN 
General Assembly, de Albu¬ 
querque calls for the elimina¬ 
tion of inequalities in access to 
water and sanitation. 

"This is not only about en¬ 
suring the right to sanitation, 
but it is also critical for the en¬ 
joyment of numerous other 
rights, such as the right to 
health, the right to education, 
the right to work and the right 
to lead a life in dignity," she 
said.

More than 100,000 march against gay marriage 
in France 


PARIS (AFP) - More than 
100,000 people turned out on 
week-end across France for 
rallies against government 
plans to approve same-sex 
marriage and adoption, as po¬ 
lice clashed with counter¬ 
demonstrators in one city. 

Wearing pink scarves and T- 


shirts and carrying pink bal¬ 
loons with the image of a man 
and woman holding two chil¬ 
dren’s hands, demonstrators 
marched against reforms 
planned by the socialist gov¬ 
ernment. 

They marched under ban¬ 
ners that carried slogans such 


as "Pro-marriage, not anti-gay" 
and "Long live the true fam¬ 
ily". A Roman Catholic hu¬ 
morist who goes by the name 
of "Frigide Barjot" opened the 
Paris protest. 

"We are born from a man 
and a woman," she told the 
crowd through a megaphone. 


"A child is the result of a man 
and a woman’s orgasm." 

Some 70,000 people joined 
the Paris rally, police said — 
though organisers put the fig¬ 
ure at 200,000 — with more 
than 30,000 others holding 
similar protests in towns 
around the country.

Girl, seven, feared taken 
by crocodile in Australia 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Australian 
police searching for a 7-year- 
old girl feared taken by a croc¬ 
odile Saturday said finding 
what appeared to be human re¬ 
mains inside a three-metre rep¬ 
tile was a ’’heartbreaking” 
development. 

An extensive search began at 
first light for the girl who was 
last seen swimming at the nat¬ 
ural pool at an outstation about 
340 kilometres (210 miles) east 
of the city of Darwin on Friday 
afternoon. 

The girl was swimming with 
other children and an adult at 
the time. 

’’Witnesses have told police 
that a crocodile attacked the 
male adult before pulling the 
girl under water,” Senior Ser¬ 
geant Shaun Gill said. 

Police searching the water- 
hole shot dead a three-metre

crocodile at the Gumarrimg- 
bang Outstation on Saturday 
and an examination of the ani¬ 
mal revealed what are believed 
to be human remains in its 
stomach. 

’’Further forensic testing will 
be conducted in Darwin to deter¬ 
mine if the remains are human 
and if found human, the identity 
of the person,” said Gill. 

An earlier search by police 
and volunteers on Friday failed 
to find the child and extra po¬ 
lice were flown to the remote 
area about 100 kilometres from 
the Aboriginal community of 
Maningrida. 

Saltwater crocodiles, which 
can grow up to seven metres 
(23 feet) long and weigh more 
than a tonne, are a common fea¬ 
ture of Australia’s tropical 
north. 

They have been protected 
since the 1970s and their num¬ 
bers have increased steadily 
since, along with the number of 
human encounters. 

Crocodiles were reportedly 
not thought to be present in the 
area where the girl went miss¬ 
ing, and locals had presumed 
the pool to be safe for swim¬ 
ming. 

But Northern Territory Po¬ 
lice urged residents and visitors 
not to become complacent 
about the predatory reptiles, 
warning "croc danger is real”

Afghan women learn literacy through 
mobile phones 



KABUF (AFP) - Afghanistan 
has launched a new literacy 
programme that enables 
Afghan women deprived of a 
basic education during decades 
of war to learn to read and 
write using a mobile phone. 

The phone is called Ustad 
Mobile (Mobile Teacher) and 
provides national curriculum 


courses in both national lan¬ 
guages, Dari and Pashto, as 
well as mathematics. 

All the lessons are audio¬ 
video with writing, pronunci¬ 
ation and phrases installed in 
Ustad Mobile phones — and 
they are distributed free to stu¬ 
dents. 

Sitting on a carpet in a 


small Kabul classroom with a 
handful of women learning to 
read and write, 18-year-old 
Muzhgan Nazari said the Tal¬ 
iban, who banned schooling 
for girls during their rule, were 
in power when she should 
have started her education. 

”1 could not go to school be¬ 
cause the Taliban took control 
of Kabul city,” she told AFP, 
adding that her father had also 
opposed his daughters attend¬ 
ing school. 

"Since I heard about this lit¬ 
eracy training centre for 
women, I convinced my father 
and he allowed me to attend on 
a daily basis,” she said. 

Nazari is delighted with the 
programme, which is being 
rolled out by a commercial 
provider and the ministry of 
education with financial back¬ 
ing from the United States.

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Regulators moot rules on $67-tn shadow 
banking sector 



GENEVA (AFP) - Financial 
regulators on Sunday issued 
a series of recommendations 
to regulate the non-bank or 
’’shadow” financial sector, 
which was estimated to be 
worth $67 trillion (52.5 tril¬ 
lion euros) in 2011. 

The sector includes hedge 
funds and finance companies 
or securities entities that pro¬ 
vide credit or credit guaran¬ 
tees without being regulated 
like a bank. 

Following the 2008-2009 
financial crisis, in which the 
collapse of international 
banks threatened to bring 
down entire economies, the 
size and systemic risk of the 
little-regulated shadow sector 
has also come under scrutiny. 

G20 countries in 2011 
therefore decided to boost 
oversight and regulation of 
the sector, which has grown 
by between $5 trillion and $6 
trillion from 2010 to 2011 


and is now 
equivalent to 
about half of the 
banking system’s 
assets. 

On Sunday, 
international reg¬ 
ulatory body the 
Financial Stabil¬ 
ity Board (FSB) 
issued recom¬ 
mendations in¬ 
cluding imposing 
minimum standards on 
methodologies used on certain 
calculations and carrying out 
reviews on reporting require¬ 
ments for fund managers. 

Pointing out that certain 
funds may use leverage to 
boost their returns, the FSB 
said authorities may also im¬ 
pose limits on the leverage 
used or require them to main-

tain sufficient liquid assets as 
buffers in case their bets go 
awry. 

The FSB said it is ”of the 
view that the authorities’ ap¬ 
proach to shadow banking 
has to be a targeted one”. 

’’The objective is to ensure 
that shadow banking is sub¬ 
ject to appropriate oversight 
and regulation to address 
bank-like risks to financial 
stability emerging outside the 
regular banking system while 
not inhibiting sustainable 
non-bank financing models 
that do not pose such risks,” 
it said. 

It added that a ’’resilient” 
shadow banking sector 
’’would be welcomed”. 

The recommendations are 
open for consultation until 
January 14, 2013, with final 
recommendations to be pub¬ 
lished next September. 

The US has the world’s 
biggest shadow banking sys¬ 
tem, with assets of $23 tril¬ 
lion in 2011. It is followed by 
the eurozone with $22 trillion 
and Britain with $9 trillion. 

In some economies, the 
sector is several times the 
size of the jurisdiction's gross 
domestic product. In Hong 
Kong the sector is estimated 
at 520 percent of output, in 
the Netherlands at 490 per¬ 
cent and Britain at 370 per¬ 
cent.

Jaguar Land Rover, Chery lay 
foundation for China plant 


BEIJING (AFP) - Jaguar 
Land Rover (JLR) and 
China's Chery Automobile 
said Sunday they laid the 
foundation stone for a joint- 
venture plant in China to 
build JLR vehicles and new 
models in the world's biggest 
auto market. 

The companies, which re¬ 
cently got approval from Chi¬ 
nese authorities for the 
venture, can now speed up 
work on the factory in the 
eastern city of Changshu near 
Shanghai, JLR said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The companies' 10.9 bil¬ 


lion yuan ($1.73 billion) in¬ 
vestment also includes an en¬ 
gine manufacturing plant and 
a research and development 
centre. 

The 50/50 joint venture 
will also create a new brand to 
manufacture models "tailored 
specifically for the Chinese 
market”, the statement said. 

Jaguar Land Rover, owned 
by India's Tata Motors, and 
Chery plan to complete the 
Changshu plant sometime in 
2014. The name of the part¬ 
nership — Chery Jaguar Land 
Rover Automotive Co — was 
announced Sunday.

The staying power of 'Gangnam Style' 


SEOUL (AFP) - President 
Obama, the mayor of London, 
China's top dissident artist and 
Madonna — every time some¬ 
one signals the death of 
"Gangnam Style" up pops an¬ 
other high-profile figure to 
keep the phenomenon alive. 


In the four months since the

quers. 

Johnson went on to refer¬ 
ence the event in his keynote 
speech to the ruling conserva¬ 
tive party's annual conference. 

Earlier this month, the 34- 
year-old rapper was invited to 
follow the likes of Ronald Rea¬ 
gan and the Dalai Lama in ad¬ 
dressing the 189-year-old 
Oxford Union club at Oxford 
University.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Brian 
Viloria stopped Hernan Mar¬ 
quez in the 10th round Satur¬ 
day to add Marquez’s World 
Boxing Association flyweight 
world title to his own World 
Boxing Organisation belt.

When Viloria sent Marquez 
down a third time in the 10th 
with a left to the head, Mar¬ 
quez’s corner threw in the 
towel and the referee stopped 
the bout at 1:01 of the round. 

”1 think my left hook was 


too fast for him,” said Viloria, 
who had won the WBO title 
with a victory over Julio Cesar 
Miranda in July 2011. 


Philippines on May 13, 
stretched his winning streak to 
six fights since a defeat to Car¬ 
los Tamara in 2010. 

He took his record to 32-3 
with 19 wins inside the dis¬ 
tance, while Marquez fell to 
34-3 with 25 knockouts. 

In an action-packed bout on 
the undercard, Nicaragua’s 
Roman Gonzalez retained his 
WBA light flyweight title with 
a 12-round unanimous deci¬ 
sion over Juan Francisco 
Estrada.

2 with 18 knockouts.

Froch makes short work of 
Mack to retain IBF title 


NOTTINGHAM, United Kingdom (AFP) - Carl Froch made 
a successful first defence of his International Boxing 
Federation (IBF) super-middleweight title with a third 
round knockout of Yusaf Mack in Nottingham, central 
England, on Saturday. The British champion is now ex¬ 
pected to move on to a rematch with Canada-based Ro¬ 
manian Lucian Bute -- whom he overpowered in five 
rounds to win the IBF belt in May -- after another impres¬ 
sive demolition job in his home city. Froch, 35, improved 
his professional record to 30 wins -- 22 by stoppage - 
with two defeats on points by Mikkel Kessler, of Den¬ 
mark, and Mack's fellow American Andre Ward. Satur¬ 
day's bout saw Mack suffer his fifth stoppage defeat in 
38 contests. The 32-year-old Mack could not live with 
Froch, who floored him in the first round and from then 
an early finish always seemed inevitable. It was a one 
sided contest that Froch, who is in his third stint as a 
world champion, looked destined to win on a stoppage 
right from the early moments. Afterwards Eddie Hearn, 
Froch's promoter, spoke of a rematch with Bute, possibly 
in Montreal on March 30. Froch also hopes to be granted 
a rematch with Ward, the WBC and WBA (World Boxing 
Association) champion, next year in what would be a 
world title unification clash.
